On the 2Sth Deceaibei. 1987, one Section of ‘D’ Coy., 
!l^d[^-ll comprising of one Havildar and six constables 
i&SludiDg Constables Arjun Singh Banra and Jaina ^ku, 
acDompamed by the Forest StaS, in three trucks, went to 
provide tl^m protection and to safeguard their property. 
Tl» Police party got divided into two groups and boarded 
dhiferent j rucks, alongwith the forest stag and left Pratappur 
Police Station area and entered the forest in Kunda Pirfice 
Station area. At about 11.30 A.M. it was ambushed by 
ex^mists. The first truck had moved ahead and had escaped 
the ambush. The other two trucks carrying^ the forest stag 
and one Havildar and three constables (including Aijun 
Singh Banra and Jaina Sinku) were surrounded by a group 
of about two hundred strong extremists armed with I'ides, 
guns and other deadly weapons. The extremists fired at 
the Police party and a bullet hit the driver of a truck.

In the circumstances, oa}y 
Constables Arfun Singh Banra and Jaina Sinku were left 
behind to fight the extremists and to protect the Ige of 
other forest staff. Undaunted by such an extremely adverse 
situation, the two constables rose to the occasion and fought 
the extremists with utmost determination. Both the jawans 
took position in a small ditch and fired at the extremists 
even thou^ Constables Aijun Singh Banra got a bullet/ 
pellet injury on his ear. The ferocity of the fight put up 
by the two jawans was such that the extremists were 
compelled to release the captured forest staff and withdrew 
into the forest.

As the police party reached near the farm house, 
an extremist saw the movement of the force and alerted 
the other extremists inside the farm house. The extremists 
- Isifficdiat^y'opei^ fire on the ^lice party and tried to 
^esc^e. ’ Shri Khubi Ram ordered his men to open file to 
'ijtqp tha escaping extremists. One of the extremists ran 
towards villa^ Dargapur and the remaining two ran towards 
village Thathian Mahanta. The extremist v^ho was running 
towards village D^apur chased by one Sub-Inspector 
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and his party and fired on the extremist. In the exchange 
of fir© the extremist was Idlled. 

lliO otl^r two extremists were chased by Shri KhuH Ram 
along with Naik V. K. B. Nambiar and others. Shii Nambiar, 
who was moving on the right flank of the party, .an ahead 
and opened fire on the extremists to pin them down. The 
extiemisls after lunning for nearly 5-6 kilometres, were 
forced to enter viUago Thathian Mahanta. The entire village 
was cordoned off. Shri Khubi Ram with his party movSd 
into the village from the centre. The extremists, who wore 
-trying to take shelter, found it dlfflciilt to hide and ran 
towards village Varian, Shri Khubi Ram chased them and 
the extremists entered into a pump house. On seeing the 
extremists entering into the pump house, Shii Khubi Ram 
firod one volley from his service pistol and warned the 
extremists to surrender. But the extremists opened fire on 
the police party. Shri Khubi Ram shouted that he will fire 
2" Mortor Bomb. On hearing this both the extrcmi.sts 
can^o out ol the pump house and tried to escape through 
the fields while firing on the police party. Police party 
also fired on the extremists. During the exchange or fire 
bo^h the extiemisls who weie lunning in two different dlrec- 
liorjo weic killed. All the three dead extremists were later 
identified as Satnam Singh alias Satta, Avtar Singh alias 
Thari and Swinder Singh.

On the 14th June, 1988 at about 2110 hours one couple 
was returning to their residence after shopping in O^a 
Mandi, When they reached near Allahabad Bank, two 
offenders, armed \^th country-made pistol, snatched away 
the golden chain of the lady from her neck. After com¬ 
mitting the crime, the offenders tried to run away. The 
lady and other people shouted for help. At this time 
Constable Dharam Raj Dwevedi. who was deputed to search 
another accused, heard the noise of the people. He saw 
the offenders running towards Galla Mandi and immediately 
rushed after the criminals without caring for his personH 
safety. Within a short span of time he over-powered one 
of the accused. He also identified the accused. In the 
meantime the other accused fired from his pistol on Constable 
Dwevedi and ran-away. After getting pellet injuries and 
duo to loss of blood, Constable Dwevedi lost his grip on 
the accused and the accused ran away. Shri Dwevedi necame 
uficonsclous and was rushed to hospital. He remained 
under treatment in the Hospital for 24 days.
